Cheese 
Salad 
Sandwich—W ith 
dry cottage cheese mix finely chop­ 
ped celery, sweet 
green 
pepper, 
walnuts. 
Add a dash of paprika. 
To this m ixture add enough boiled 
salad dressing to make it a good 
spread for the bread.

erously and put a leaf of head let­ 
tuce between the two pieces.

Stuffed 
Green 
Peppers—Select 
green peppers (enough

The proportion of filling for six 
peppers:

To this add one 
cup of fine bread crumbs and salt. 
Fill the pepper shells, stand them 
upright in a bread tin, with a very 
little w ater in the pan, and bake 
fifteen minutes in a hot oven. 


TASTY DRESSINGS. 
If you w ant to vary the flavor of 
a dish that has appeared on the 
menu frequently try serving it with 
a different sauce or dressing. Here 
are a few suggestions: 
Mustard Dressing—One egg. one 
tablespoon cornstarch, one 
table­ 
spoon dry m ustard, one-half cup 
salt, one cup vinegar, one teaspoon 
salt. 
Mix the m ustard and cornstarch 
together and gradually dilute with 
the vinegar. 
Add the other ingre­ 
dients, finally the beaten egg. Cook 
slowly in a double boiler until thick 
and then set aside to cool. 
Cream Onion Sauce for Chicken 
—Four tablespoons flour, two cups 
milk, one-half cup chopped onions, 
salt, one-half cup cream. 
Blend the flour, salt and cream. 
Bring the milk to a boil and add 
cream, stirring, and when thick stir 
in the boiled onions, which 
have 
been finely cut. 
If desired, a teaspoon of curry 
powder may be added to make this 
a more piquant sauce. In this case
